million dollars.

I of the Iowa agricultural experi­ 
ment station, and dean of the 
school of agriculture. Prof. Curtis 
was here as a guest of Dr. D. F. 


I Houston who asked him to give 
the reporter some items regarding 
the Iowa college’s experience with 
an inter-urban railway, connecting 
the town of Ames and the college; 
the purpose being to throw some 
light upon the proposed Bryan- 
College electric railway. 
Prof. Curtis said that the Iowa 
A. 
M. College is located in the 
country, two miles from the town 
of Ames. 
Prior to the year 1891, 
the students of the college had to 
live in dormitories, built by the 
State, just as ie the case with our 


A . t t M. College. 
The attendance, 
restricted to the capacity of the 
dormitories, was under 400, and 
the 
work and 
influence of the 
school was quite limited, compared 


I with what it is at present. 
Ap­ 
propriations for dormitories were 
.difficult to obtain, and students 
, were 
crowded 
into 
improvised 
{quarters of unsuitable character. 
■ The limit of the development of 
the school seemed to be reached. 
But in 1891 the citizens of the 
, village of Ames with a little help 
from outside capitalists, succeeded 


I in the construction of a steam rail* 
■ way connecting the town and the 
school, allowing s t u d e n t s and 
J teachers who could not get accom­ 
modations at the school to find 
them in the town. 
The resulting 
effect upon both town and school 
was magical. 
The college began 
to grow 
with wonderful strides, 
and 
has kept it up ever since, 
until the present attendance is 
1.500, besides OOO to 700 short 
course students at certain seasons 
of the year. 
The town increased 
from a village of 1500 to more 
that 4000, and has no other re­ 
source of consequence except the 
college. 
It is not a county seat 
like Bryan, neither is it a trading 
point for a large territory, and 
Prof. Curtis said that without the 
support of the college it has little 
cause for existence at all. 
Freed from the incubus of spend­ 
ing legislative appropriations for 
dormitories, the college turned its 
funds into legitimate educational 
work, and has grown in the favor 
of the people of Iowa until bi­ 
ennial appropriations for its sup­ 
port and maintenance amount to a 
million dollars. 
A new adminis­ 
tration building, just completed, 
cost $375,000; a new agricultural 
hall $220,000, which with other 
buildings recently completed or in 
course of construction am ount to a 


total cost of about $960,000. 
The 
school has grown more 
in len 
years since it was united with the 
town by this railway, said Prof. 
Curtis, than it ever grew in thirty 
years previous thereto. 
One h u n­ 
dred private boarding houses have 
been built, me-third of the college 
faculty live in the town, and all 
supplies are drawn from the local 
merchants and dealers. 
The one- 
third of the faculty here referred 
to amounts to a considerable n um ­ 
ber of people, for the faculty is 
about four times as large as that of 
the A. & M. College of Texas. 
A fare of ten cents for the round 
trip is charged. 
The road being 
only two miles long, the induce­ 
ment for patronage is not so great as 
Bryan road tfould have, for m any 
students will walk back and forth 
when the distance is only two 
miles, whereas in the case of our 
proposed road, the distance would 
be a bar to such competition. 
Yet 
the little railroad has paid divi­ 
dends on the investment from the 
very first. 
Ten per cent was paid 
the first year, and it is now paying 
15 per cent. 
The capital stock of 
the company was 820,000, and it 
rose six months after the road was 
completed, to a premium of four 
and a half per cent. 
The road 
hauls passengers, express, 
mail, 
and general supplies. 
The divi­ 
dends referred to have been paid, 
in spite of the expense of re-laying 
rails, substituting steel for iron. 
I he directors of the road are now 
preparing to replace steam power 
with electricity, a move for more 
economical operation. 
The fact 
that the Bryan road would begin 
electric power is another point of 
the comparison that is in our fa­ 
vor. 
Prof. Curtis thinks that our col­ 
lege has arrived at about the status 
that theirs had in 1891, but he 
thinks it has unusually 
bright 
prospects if given an opportunity 
to grow. 
The A. and M. college of 
Iowa is surrounded by six similar 
colleges of other states, the dis­ 
tance to anxr of which is under 
three hundred miles, while ours 
has an immense surrounding ter­ 
ritory without another college of 
the kind. 
Here is the extensive 
area of Texas, Oklahoma and the 
Indian Territory to i^e 
north, 
New 
Mexico, Arizona 
and Old 
Mexico to the west and southwest, 
while it has patronage now from 
both 
Arkansas and 
Louisiana. 
The Texas college, Professor Curtis 
said, enjoys a splendid reputation 
already made. 
By way of comment on the fore­ 
going, The Eagle will say that the 
people of Bryan have presented to 
them here, on the very best au­ 
thority, a case that parallels ours, 
aud shows up very favorably in­ 
deed for the contention that Bryan 
should build the proposed electric 
railway to the College.

The rose of Jericho Is perhaps one of 
the m ost fam iliar of the curiosities of 
plant life known as resurrection plants. 
It is said to be Imported from the val­ 
ley of the river Jordan nnd is the resur­ 
rection plant mentioned in the Bible. 
The plaut when received from its na­ 
tive home is simply rn bunch of leaden* 
and 
seem ingly 
lifeless 
sticks 
or 
branches 
clustered tightly 
together. 
When placed In a glass of water, how­ 
ever, the branches expand, seed buds 
unfold, and soon the green foliage 
(tart* out, and the plant grows. 
The M exican resurrection plant is 
the fluffy, fernlike variety often no­ 
ticed iu saucers of water in the florist’* 
window. 
When It is dormant it is a 
shrunken, rounded ball of tightly fold­ 
ed leaflets, dry and dead. 
It is dropped in a bowl of tepid w a ­ 
ter, aud soon one frondlike tip curls 
slow ly outward, then another ond an - 1 
other, and In a short tim e there Is float- j 
ing In the dish a beautiful metallic j 
green plant, a great, loose, expanded i 
rosette of fine fernlike leaves, odd and 
beautiful.

In 1792 be w as living at 
Kedruth, Cornwall, and after expert 
ments in gnstn&king he lit up his own 
house, much to the astonishm ent of 
his neighbors. 
Called to Birmingham, he erected a 
large plant for lighting up the Soho 
works 
This drew attention to the 
whole m atter, and In 1803 London be­ 
gan street lighting. 
The Royal so­ 
ciety in 1808 gave Murdoch its Rum 
ford gold medal for bis invention.- 
London Standard
